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Village Board 
Expected To OK 
Budget Tonight 


Elk Grove Village's $2,744,979 budget 


for the 1973*73 fiscal year is expected to 
be approved Tuesday night by the village 
board of trustees. 


Village Pres* Charles Zettek1 said Fri- 


day the budget would be approved as 
proposed by Village Mgr. Charles Willis 
and Finance Dir. George Coney with only 
minor modifications. 


The proposed budget, called "very, 


very austere" by Zettek, provides for ex- 
penditures totaling nearly $1 million less 
than those requested by village depart- 
ment heads. Willis and Coney made the 
budget cuts after the village board last 
month decided to keep expenditures 
within the limit of expected revenue for 
the year. 


The proposed budget adds only one 


full-time employe, a police cadet, and no 
new supervisory personnel to the village 
payroll. The budget, up only slightly 
from last year's $2,627,640 budget, in- 
cludes funds to fill any existing vacancy 
on the village staff and provides the 
same essential services as last year's 
budget, Willis said. 


CONEY'S ESTIMATE of expected rev- 


enue for the fiscal year, which begins 
today, is $2,547,200. Added to the revenue 
is an estimated $178,058 in cash left over 
from the previous year. 


Bearing the brunt of the budget cuts 


were three village departments — police, 
fire and street. Requests from the three 
were cut a total of about $875,000, out of 


a total of $942,000 trimmed from all de- 
partments' requests. 


The village fire department's request 


was cut by nearly one-third, from the 
$1,220,119 requested by Chief Allen Hulett 
to $849,790. Eliminated by the cut will be 
a request for the addition of 15 men to 
the department and establishment of a 
temporary station to serve the village's 
area west of Rte. 53. 


Hulett had proposed hiring nine new 


men for the temporary station and six 
men to ease the workload of the present 
department. The addition of three men to 
the department would have enabled it to 
reduce its regular workweek from 56 
hours to 52.6 hours, he said. 


ALSO CUT considerably was the street 


department's request of $687,010, cut 
back to $376,804. Cut out of the re- 
quest was about $45,000 in increased 
salaries and a $199,871 street construct- 
ion proposal. 


The third department hit hard by the 


budget cuts is the police department, 
where a $971,065 request was reduced 
$185,103 to $785,962. Police Chief Harry 
Jenkins had asked for the addition of 22 
men,to the department, including 10 new 
patrolmen, in his request for a $280,000 
increase over the 1971-72 budget, 


Cut out of the budget, in addition to the 


10 new patrolmen, are requests for two 
police captains, one sergeant, three 
crossing guards, a clerk-typist, a social 
worker and two animal wardens.

"Ain't you fraid girl?" the DuSable 


High Srhool student asked as a grin split 
his black face and he lifted the visiting 
white student off the bus step. 


"Fhoo, we've got big shots like you at 


Conant High School too," she answered, 
grabbing his hand and leading him into 
•DuSable at 4934 S. Wabash St., Chicago. 


"Now show me around," said the Co- 


nant girl from Hoffman Estates as they 
recently disappeared into the all black 
school. 


The bus ride was over. At the in- 


vitation of DuSable's Human Relations 
Club, a small group of Conant students 
came visiting to DuSable, one of the old- 
est Chicago schools. 


THE VISIT TO DU SARLE, in the in- 


ner city, was part of the senior social 
studies survey class study for the Hoff- 
man Estates students. 


Sponsored by the National Conference 


of Christians and Jews (NCCJ), the field 
trip was to be with "Blacks in Chicago," 
according to the brochure. • 


On the way to DuSable, bumping along 


in the familiar High School Dist. 211 
school bus, the students paid little atten- 
tion to the black city scene. 
* "We used to drive through here a lot, 
it's a pretty bad neighborhood," said 
Joanne Opatrny. 


"STUDENTS! this is an example of 


private housing, on land purchased from 
the Chicago Land Clearance Commis- 
sion," said Mrs William Komaiko the 
NCCJ coordinator. "These privately fi- 
nanced buildings are only a portion of 
the over-all development of Chicago's 
new South Side," noted Mrs. Komaiko. 


As the bus left the Lake Meadows 


area, another example of private housing 
on slum clearance property, Mrs. Ko- 
maiko said "this area was just a short 
time ago, desolate and run down." 


"That big building must be going down 


next, all the windows are boarded up/' 
tiffeitf'l .

"It's DuSable High School/' said Mrs. 


Komaiko. "Now remember, the students 
are expecting you and you will be made 
most welcome," she said. 


The bus was early. The welcoming 


committee hadn't 'gathered yet and the 
Conant students were hustled back into 
th< bus. 


^LLEN RILEY ASKED her seatmate, 


"Remember when the black Harlan kids 
from the South Side of Chicago came to 
our school last month on an exchange 
visit like we are on today? They said 
they were scared at first, too. Now I 
know how they felt," said Ellen. 


A group of students sitting on the Du- 


Sable steps declared themselves the offi- 
cial greeters. Calling the Conant students 
out they ushered them into the DuSable 
visitors' lounge. A bell rang and they 
scattered to class. 


The whit© kids sat stiffly around the' 


comfortable room furnished with old fur- 
niture. The field trip schedule said "Du- 
Sabie, a time for dialogue with your host 
group and lunch." 


Lea Etta Brown, May Frances Worm- 


ely, Terry "the Romeo" Killer1 Rob, as 
he called himself, and about 10 other Du- 
Sable students bustled in with name- 
cards, warm handshakes and the greet- 
ing, "come on, you all, let's see our 
school." 


LEA ETTA TOOK Joanne, Ellen and 


their friend Jane Kirby in tow. 


DuSable is a big old school, and its 


halls were decorated with self expressive 
messages. The Conant students didn't 
comment on the boarded up or empty 
window frames but Lea noticed their 
glances and said, "They 'get broken dur- 
ing the day after school, but they never 
never put'em back. 


"It's good you came today. We should 


get together like this often so we know 
about each other," said Lea as she hur- 
ried her group around the school so. they 
could catch the ROTC group in drill. 


"We all plan to come out to Conant as 


soon as our club saves enough money to 
pay for the bus," said Lea. "I want to 
make sure 1 get to take you around my 
school," Elien said. The talk was about 
boys, clothes, teachers and classes. 


MAY FRANCES LED the group up a 


winding stairway decorated in vibrant 
colors. Ferns spilled over the top railing 
and the students found themselves on a 
sunny roof top, a sweet smelling con- 
servatory with over a hundred species of 
plants. 
: 
"They 'have a swimming pool too," 


said Ellen. "We don't at Conant, but our 
lunch line is just as long," said another 
Conant student. 
' The DuSable students stopped the Co- 


nant students in the hallways. "Where 
you from? Hoffman Estates? Where's 
that at?" was the standard question. 
Then came the grin, and welcome to Du- 
Sable handshake. 


It was a quick look, These are some of 


the impressions; Sights of plainclothes 
policemen in the cafeteria convincing 
some big guys lunch was over. Killer 
Rob playing sweet jazz at the piano dur- 
ing a study hall. Girls in the home eco- 
nomics room sewing and the crack sharp 
drill team in perfect step. And every- 
where, smiling faces and a welcome to 
DuSable aimed at the Conant students. 


Almost time to leave, the small groups 


of students and their DuSable hosts 
drifted back into the lounge. 


SANDY RYAN OF Conant and Killer 


Rob played chopsticks and all the stu- 
dents talked about getting together when 
DuSable visited Conant soon. 


Then the visit to DuSable was over, 


and the bus was leaving. "Quiet aren't 
they," said Mrs. Komaiko, adding, "they 
must be tired." 


But the tour went on. Mrs. Komaiko 


told the students what it was like for 
blacks in the inner city and ghettos. The 
bright side was told about too, like the 
Kenwood area, an example of successful 
ly integrated housing, 


Still the kids were quiet on the bus. 


Only the blaring radio filling it with 
noise. 


THE NEXT STOP was the Chicago Ur- 


ban League. Ask questions, urged Conant 
teachers Miss Karen Blatt and Mrs. Ko- 
maiko. 


The students were told more about the 


black situation in Chicago showing both 
the grim and bright side. A plea by the 
urban league staff worker was made to 
have faith in the vitality of -"the inner 
city. Don't run away to the suburbs, he 
seemed to beairging the students. 


He asked them if they noticed some of 


the neighborhoods they drove .through 
that day. The poor lived in hovels, but as 
the Income level of the blacks rose so did 
the quality of the neighborhood and hous- 
ing, he pointed out. Would it really be 
that bad to have a home in an integrated 
neighborhood? he asked. 


The Conant students listened and then 


Cindy Parker told this story, "I. was 
shocked out of my mind when two black 
boys walked into the Hoffman Estates 
swimming pool where I worked as a life 
guard last year. Up to then I never saw 
any blacks in our village. Then I got to 
know them and I was really impressed. 
You know, theywere really great guys- 
and nice and their being black made no 
difference. 


ONE DAY THEIR mother camel in, 


and she was black you know, and then I 
had to get to know her. 


"Now we are friends and that's why I 


think trips like today's DuSable visit are 
good," said Cindy. 


Did the Conant students think minority 


groups would be welcomed to Hoffman 
Estates by their parents today? 


"Some of our parents .might object and 


some .might not, but our generation is 
more willing than our parents to let them 
come out," said Cindy. "Yet, I don't 
think we will risk coming into the city i" 
she added. 


The. urban league staff member told 


the students it takes a deep abiding com- 
mitment by people who have power to 
make a change. 


ARE YOU WILLING to work for a 


change or is it just lip service? he asked. 
Is your position one where you won't do 
anything to discourage minority groups 
coming to your town and not too much to 
encourage them either? 


On the way home, Sandy broke the si- 


lence and admitted being tired as only 
part of .the reason she was quiet. 


"I am depressed," she said. "But it 


was not just the school with the buckling 
floors and no windows — it was the kids. 
They, were all so eager to share what- 
ever they had and they didn't act sad or 
even aware of what a rough place they 
have," said Sandy. 


LET'S PLAN FOR their visit, said a 


boy in the back of the bus as it pulled 
into the Conant parking lot. "Maybe we 
can get our school to pay for the bus for 
them. How come their school system 
doesn't pay for the bus like our's did?" 
he asked no one in particular. 


Miss Blatt scuttled the students off the 


bus and reminded them a test is coming 
up. 


The field trip? It too will become part 


of the students' class discussion. Social 
survey is something like history ex- 
plained Miss Blatt but instead of what 
happened, students learn what's happen- 
ing, now.

Muskle is down. But is he out? 
The answer will have to await the ref- 


eree's count.. 


The conventional wisdom concerning 


the probable outcome of the Democratic 
presidential nomination is revised from 
week to week. Currently it says that Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie, D-Me., no longer is a 
contender. 


Undoubtedly the double losses he sus- 


tained in the Pennsylvania and Mas- 
sachusetts primary elections last week 
relegated the former frontrunner to the 
role of a darkhorse. 


But the whole field in this prolonged 


sweepstakes has been made up of dark- 
horses. 


As in any distance race, the most diffi- 


cult position for the runners has been 
that of being out in front. 


Muskie led the field for many months, 


and like many a distance runner, he 
wore himself out trying to maintain the 
pace. 


AS IS THE case following any election, 


there now are experts in abundance ex- 
pounding theories of why Muskie did so 
poorly in the two primaries last week. 


Among those offered, the most plau- 


sible seems to be that Muskie simply 
tried to do too much. He listened to the 
voices .whispering that if he .could sweep 
all the early primaries, he could go to 
Miami with the nomination wrapped up. 


By trying to sweep them all,.he diluted 


his resources to the point where he did 
poorly in each. 


His campaign manager in'Illinois, An- 


gelo Geocaris, was quoted last week as 
declaring that Muskie "didn't belong in 
the primaries in the first place." 


Geocaris' theory now must prevail in 


the Muskie effort, not because it is ob- 
viously correct, but because last week's 
defeats dried up Muskie's financial re- 
sources. 


Now. Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., 


has the front position and the difficult 
task of trying to lengthen his lead so that 
he cannot be overcome on the first ballot 
in Miami. 
. THE STRATEGY of every candidate in 
the come-one-come-all Democratic race 
has been, at some point, to maintain a 
strong position in the pack and to hope to 
move to the front after the leader stum- 
bles on the first ballot. 


That is how McGovern was running 


while Muskie led. Now McGovern must 
keep looking over his shoulder at the rest 
of the field. And Muskie is still there, 
even though he has slipped. 


Probably the one man in the field who 


has maintained the most consistent posi- 
tion throughout the race is Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, D-Minn.

Northwest Community Hospital took 


another step forward in the fight against 
cancer of the, breast by installing, in the 
department of radiology, a new process 
called Xeroradiography. This will assist 
the medical staff to detect cancer of the 
breast in an early stage. 


Cancer of the breast continues to be a 


serious disease which strikes about 80,000 
women each year in the United States, 
and accounts for more deaths than any 
other cancer cite.

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In spite of the progress of medicine in 


the last 2 years, no remarkable progress 
has been accomplished in the number of 
patients salvaged from cancer of the 
breast. The reason is when the cancer 
mass is detected in the breast, the tumor 
cells have often' spread throughout the 
body. A breast cancer may be present as 
long as 2 or 3 years before it is detected 
and treated. Detection at an early stage 
can increase the survival rate to 85 per 
cent

According to Dr. Constantino Soter,

chief radiologist at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, "we are very hopeful to 
improve our,results in the diagnosis of 
diseases of the breast and particularly 
cancer, and we are proud, to be in the 
forefront with the few leading medical 
institutions in the nation, in the fight 
against the attack of cancer of the 
breast."

The Xeroradiographic system is a pro- 


cess adapting the Xerox to the .hospital 
diagnostic service. 


The Xerp (dry)-radio (radiation)- 


graphy (print) is the image produced by 
the X-ray on a photoconductive material 
rather than a photosensitive film. The 
equipment is very sensitive and produc- 
tion is difficult. The unit at Northwest 
Community was ordered by the depart- 
ment of radiology over a year ago and 
has just been delivered. There are less 
than a half dozen similar machines cur- 


rently in use in hospitals in the greater 
Chicago area. 


The primary advantage of the Xero- 


radiograph is in the area of soft tissue 
diagnosis. The results are an image 
printed on a white background like a pic- 
ture, not like a negative with varying de- 
grees of opaqueness. This eliminates the 
necessity of special viewers and of the 
dark room for film development. 


"Although other parts of the human 


body can be examined by this new pro- 
cess, currently, the department of radio- 
logy plans to use Xeroradiography only 
for examination of the breasts and re- 
place the marnmography procedure. This 
will make available to women in the 
.• 
northwest suburbs more accurate early 
detection of cancer of the breast which is 
the only hope of saving many patients, 
short of discovering a special cure for 
cancer," according to Dr. Soter.

The agency, meeting In Chicago, 


turned down * bid for an interim tele- 
phone service rate increase by Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co, The interim measure 
would have boosted suburban users1 bills 
by 20 per cent asd increased Chicago 
users* bill by 14 per cent 


But the long-winded residential tele- 


phone user may still have to pay an even 
higher rate boost if the full increase re- 
quested by the utility last fall is granted 
by the ICC. Illinois Bell sounded urgent 
warnings in mid-February of this year. 
asking for an interim rate increase after 
hearings on its original rate hike request 
dragged on for five months. 


The stopgap rate increase would have 


netted Illinois Bell an additional $122 mil- 
lion a year in increased revenues. The 
amount of the full request would bring in 
an extra $182 annually. .The company 
cited rapidly falling earnings due to em- 
ploye wage contracts, construction costs 
and inflation in its request for a rate in- 
- crease. The full rate hike question must 
be deckled by the commission by Aug. 5. 


IN ITS THURSDAY ruling on the inter* 


ira rale measure, the ICC discounted the 
persistent Bell pleas for higher service 
charges. The agency's statement, signed 
by commission chairman David H. Arm- 
strong, said, "There is no showing that 
the company's financial condition has so 
deteriorated that as to resort to* the ex- 
traordinary remedy of interim relief." 


The report continued, "There is no 


showing of financial instability on the 
part of the company, nor difficulty in its 
obtaining needed financing nor imme- 
diate difficulty maintaining its plant or 
operations under existing rate sched- 
ules."

took an overdose of aspirin — a whole 
bottle. Well, obviously 1 am still alive, 
but it was no fun. I sat through the whole 
time because I didn't want anybody to 
know about it, especially my mother. I 
did this because of my ex-boy friend. I 
have thought about trying it again. I am 
so mixed up I don't know what to do. 
Could you please give me some advice? 
Is there any chance of after effects of 
taking the aspirin, because I went deaf 
for a whole day because there was a 
ringing noise in my head? 


Dear Reader — You are certainly not 


alone. In 1965; one authority estimated 
that there were 60,000 attempted suicides 
in young people undo* age 20 each year 
in the United States. The teenage period 
is a particularly difficult time, because 
of the change from dependency cm par- 
ents to independence and the powerful 
influence of dramatic changes in the 
body. 


The adolescent "frequently needs a 


counselor outside the family, which our 
society fails to provide. Most parents 
whose child attempts suicide are usually 
greatly surprised and didn't .even realize 
that their child was in distress. There 
are similar patterns in adolescents who 
attempt suicide. It is not just that they 
come from a "broken home," because 
there are a lot of children who have this 
experience but don't attempt suicide. 
More important, a divorce or remarriage 
occurs in the teenage years. Parents who 
are separated and don't remarry have 
children with a lesser incidence of at- 
tempted suicide. 


The basic problem is continued re- 


peated stress with elements in the envi- 
ronment that tend to cause the individual 
to feel isolated and alone. The precipi- 
tating factor, as in your case, can be a 
terminated romance. Such unsuccessful 
romances are particularly difficult be- 
cause of the estrangement that often ex- 
ists between the child and parents.

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' THE BEST THING I can advise young 
people in your group to do is seek medi- 
cal help. Have your very own doctor. If 
you are in a university setting, most of 
the health services are reasonably famil- 
iar with the emotional strain of adoles- 
cents and can provide some help. 


It is difficult to find help outside the 


family that you can depend on. Some- 
times ministers do an excellent job in 
this role. Uncles and aunts sometimes do 
and I have often wondered if this is one 
of the roles that grandparents used to 
furnish. It is unfortunate that some par- 
ents can't fill this role, but frequently 
they are so closely involved in the situ- 
ation that they don't recognize the prob- 
lem. It is much the same difficulty we all 
have in evaluating ourselves and, after 
all, families are merely an extension of 
one's own being. 


The aspirin you took will probably not 


cause deafness if you can hear all right 
now. But ft can cause hearing damage. 


If you can't talk about this with your 


mother, perhaps you can find a mature 
and intelligent adult you can trust and 
with whom you can establish a mean- 
ingful dialogue.

While there has, been a welcome in- 


crease in cooperation between religious 
denominations, clergy and congregations 
throughout the nation should take careful 
note of a growing number of bogus cler- 
gy from obscure denominations who take 
advantage of this ecumenicity — such as 
Robert Douglas Tato. 


On Oct. 28, .1968, Tato, who still claims 


to be a priest of the Antiochian Orthodox 
Archdiocese of Toledo, Ohio and Depend- 
encies in North America, was arrested 
by police in Zanesvilie, Ohio on child-mo- 
lesting charges. 


Photostatic copies of these police 


records, which are now in the files of this. 
writer, reveal that Tato obtained employ- 
ment as a caseworker for the Muski- 
ngam County Child Welfare. Board. He 
was charged with "exposing himself" 
and "attempting to take indecent liber- 
ties" with a IS-year-old boy — to whom 
he had promised employment in cleaning 
his apartment at night.

Church in Zanesvilie (and now rector of 
St. Andrew's Church, Milwaukee) told 
this writer during a telephone interview: 


"AFTER TATO'S arrest, he came to 


me weeping and denying the charge. We 
had allowed him to use our church as an 
ecumenical gesture and because there 
were a number of Syrian family in Za- 
nesvilie. I believed in him, so I posted 
his bail. 


"After he jumped bail, I called his 


Archbishop, Michael Shaheen in Toledo, 
to suggest that he might help me repay 
the forfeited bond I had posted to bail out

Diego, has an FBI rap sheet two pages in 
length. It dates from 1957 and includes 
arrests or receptions in San Diego, Sas- 
katchewan, Ottawa, Butte, and repeated 
violations of the Selective Service law. 


In February of 1971, The San Francisco 


Examiner first exposed Tato for identi- 
fying himself as "Father Robert Rich- 
ards" and falsely claiming to be a Ro- 
man Catholic priest — whole operating a 
homosexual commune called the "Com- 
munity of St. John The Beloved" and 
holding services (until forbidden by 


University of San Francisco. 


ONE YEAR LATER The Examiner, in 


another page-one story, revealed that 
newly elected San Francisco Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto had appointed Tato a 
chaplain of the San Francisco County 
Jail.

Sheriff Hongisto reacted to this expose 


by angrily .denouncing the story as 
"trash" and by barring this writer from 
covering the announced worship services 
which Tato said he was conducting in the 
jail. The controversy reached the San 
Francisco Board of supervisors, with su- 
pervisor Peter Tamaras raising the issue 
of the freedom of the press and asking 
the Sheriff what he was trying to hide. 


But when subsequently confronted with 


the Zanesvilie police records, which this 
writer traveled to Zanesvilie to obtain, 


•Tato from the jail; admitting somewhat 
sheepishly, that he had not known of the 
police record. 


Tato admits he jumped bail in Zanes- 


vilie; where, after his. failure to return, 
the charge .was finally dropped on Feb. 
9, 1970, He loftily dismisses this child- 
molesting charge as "typical harassment 
of homosexuals" — which should be of 
particular note to the vast majority of 
homosexuals who never touch children, 
but who suffer because of those who do. 


This should also be carefully noted by 


the nation's clergy (not to mention sher- 
iffs and welfare departments) who can 
consult Zanesvilie Police records for the 
extensive and tragic statement of a 13- 
year-old boy who was apparently una- 
ware of the existence of wolves in 
priest's clothing.

In The Lake 


•The foolishness that says Chi- 


-cago needs an airport in Lake 
Michigan has surfaced again. 


In the peculiar — at times arro- 


gant — footwork that can emanate 
from the administration of Mayor 
Richard Daley, the airport-in-the- 
lake plan is getting a new shove 
forward. 
» 


In response to the so-called Lake 


Michigan Bill of Rights being push- • 
ed in the Illinois General Assembly 
by State Rep. Robert E. Mann (D- 
Chicago), the Daley administration 
has proposed its own lakefront pro- 
tection plan. 


k 


It proposes to ban further com- 


mercial development along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline, but as 
conceived would still allow build- 
ing of the airport in the lake. 
Which is another way of saying the 
city is for preserving what's left of 
the lake and lakefront — on its 
terms, with no one on the "out- 
side** laying down guidelines. 


Daley himself said he still favors 


the lake airport as the city's third 
major airport, and would change 
his mind only if it could be proven 
that there would be harm to the 
environment. In so doing,-he is ef- 
fectively shutting his ears to the 
shrill cries of conservationists and 
saying he'll do it his way. 


For proof, presumably, he'll 


need the airport .in the lake offer- 
ing tangible evidence of what has 
been wrought. 


Our opposition to the lake airport 


remains unchanged, and we contin- 
ue to be appalled and amazed that 
the idea is still being proposed with 
such persistence. 


The disregard of the environ- 


mental impact is staggering and — 
to use that word again — arrogant. 


The threat is from all sides: vis- 


ually, fouling of the air, endanger- 
ing of the water supply, even safe- 
ty. 


Picture — over the lake — the 


kind of shroud that now envelops 
O'Hare field regularly, a noxious 
blanket of jet exhaust that can be 
seen, smelled and breathed miles 
away. 


Picture the airport itself, loom- 


ing in the lake, linked by a cause- 
way to the shore. 


Picture the auto traffic, a pollu- 


tant-producer itself, winding daily 
to and from the airport, and seek- 
ing somewhere to be parked. 


Picture — and hear — the in- 


creased air traffic roaring in and 
out over the city. * 


Picture the sluggish current of 


southern Lake Michigan, already 
polluted, stagnating even more 
with this huge man-made obstacle 
in its path. 


Listen to the warnings of the pi- 


lots, concerned about increased 
flights over the city, fretting about 
ice, snow and fog conditions be- 
deviling a lake, airport; anticipat- 
ing the peculiar vision and recept- 
ion problems of approaching a run- 
way surrounded by water. 


And then listen to some of the 


reasons cited for needing an air- 
port in the lake. 


Daley's prime argument is that 


it'll help the rejuvenation of down- 
town Chicago, and create more 
jobs; An engineer, who admitted he 
hoped his firm would get the air- 
port contract, said the building 
project could stretch out'for ten 
years, and create thousands of jobs 
in just that process. 


That reasoning simply isn't good 


enough, and becomes less valid 
each day in a world already too 
despoiled, too often in the name of 
what's good for the economy. Bet- 
ter justification is needed to spend 
an estimated $1 billion on a mas- 
sive blot extending eight miles into 
Lake Michigan. 


It is Daley and his forces who 


should prove undisputed need, and 
who should prove that the airport 
will not be an environmental ca- 
tastrophe. The burden should be on' 
them, and not — as Daley would 
have it — on the forces opposing 
the airport. 


And in the end, the decision 


should not be made by the City of 
Chicago or County of Cook. The 
airport lake is a local, regional and 
interstate concern, and if pressure 
must be brought from above and 
outside, so be it.

"Never saw anything like it," said one

The foundation was made of wood and 


is a new concept Concrete foundations 
cannot be laid in cold weather. 


R. B. Putnam, manager of Wolman 


Bepwrtment of Koppers, Inc., related the 
story with some relish. 


"The wooden foundation is new in 


home building/1 he siad. "No one years 
ago would have dreamed of laying a 
foundation in cold weather." 


Putnam said the wood, chemically 


treated to resist decay and insects, also 
is more economical. The National Associ- 
ation of Home Builders (NAHB) spon- 
sored a study which showed that the 
treated wood foundation system is about 
12.5 per cent cheaper to install at current 
material and labor costs than a concrete 
block foundation. There is a 30 per cent 
savings in time. 


"THE WOOD USED is impervious to 


termites/' Putnam said. "If they eat 
treated wood their intestinal tracts are 
affected and they eventually die. The 
Wolman process is the biological answer 
to the biological destroyer.0 


He said laboratory tests show that the 


treatment is permanent. 


"We treated 250,000 telephone poles 


from Georgia to Canada with the Wol- 
man process during the past 25 years 
and not one termite problem developed/1 
Putnam said. 


The first installations of wood founda- 


tions were in homes constructed in Lex- 


ington Park, Md. The Federal Housing 
Administration backed the loan com- 
mitments under its experimental housing 
program. Plans called for a masonry 
foundation home to be erected-first, But 
the site was too wet and muddy for such 
construction, so the builder installed a 
wood foundation.

After the houses were finished, they 


were pelted by a record rainfall of 12 
inches within a 24-hour period. Many 
basements were flooded, but the wood 
foundation basements remained dry be- 
cause of a positive drainage system.

BUILDERS USING the treated wood 


foundation system reported it is easier to 
finish basement walls and attach wall 
components. Wood has a low rate of ther- 
mal conductivity, making it easier to 
heat and cool basement areas. 
• 


Westinghouse Electric Corp. has a 


plant at Fredericksburg, Va., and has 
built demonstration housing with wood 
basements. Impervious to rot, moisture 
and termites, the basements carry a 30- 
year performance bond from Hopper's. A 
builder in Lexington, Va., told the Wood 
Preservers Institute in Washington he 
saved $282 per basement by using the 
preserved wood. 


The foundation system also is used in 


Virginia, Ohio and Canada. 


A study by the National Association of 


Home Builders showed wood treated 
foundation can be erected in one.hour, 36 
minutes while the concrete block founda- 
f 


tion took 10 hours and 18 minutes to in- 
stall. A floor system of wood can be laid 
in three hours, 56 minutes; a similar sys- 
tem built of concrete block was installed 
in four hours, 26 minutes. 
. "This enables the contractor to make 
up work schedules easier/' Putnam 
said. "And time saved is money saved."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A rare but ex-

If it's a bandwagon, and you get 


aboard at the right time, all sorts of 
goodies can come your way. A Cabinet 
post may be in the offing and even the 
vice presidency is not out of the question. 


But if it turns out to be a sinking ship 


that you have boarded, you had better 
start making underwater breathing les- 
sons because chances are your own polit- 
ical career will go down with it. 


The situation I am about to describe 


probably could never happen, but for II* 
lustration purposes let us imagine that 
four prominent senators plus an assort- 
ment of other public figures ate seeking 
the Democratic presidential nomination. 


IN TOE FIRST few years of the cam- 


paign, before any of the state 'primaries 
are held, it appears that one of the sena- 
tors has jumped off to a big lead, is ra- 
pidly gaining momentum and may soon 
have the nomination sewed up. 
1 Should you endorse his candidacy now, 
it may be just the push he needs to in- 


sure victory. In which case he will be 
eternally grateful and will shower you 
with favors if elected. 


But if you commit yourself too soon, 


and his campaign falters before the: con- 
vention . . . Wei], the latter contingency 
is not pleasant to contemplate. So you do 
the courageous thing and call in your po- 
litical advisers to help you decide. 


"I'm sure its' a bandwagon," One of 


them says. "I can hear the sound of mu- 
sic as it approaches.1' 


"Yeah, but what is the band playing 


'Nearer My God to Thee?*"another ad- 
viser interposes.

Another year, another title. 
That's an occurrence that has become 


a regular habit for Palatine in its own 
Palatine Belays each year, and the 
script held true to form Saturday. 


The Pirates now have taken first place 


in one class or the other for seven 
straight years (the last five in Class B) 
after a surprisingly easy team win 
among B entries in this year's 40th an- 
nual classic. 


The tight scramble which some had ex- 


pected in that class never materialized. 
Palatine piled up an impressive 83 points 
to SI for second-place When ton North and 
44 for Kenwood of Chicago. 


Kenwood, which had been considered a 


favorite in Class B (by Palatine coach 
Joe Johnson for-one) on the strength of 
its standout hurdlers and sprinters, was 
hurt'by two disqualifications. But even 
without those, Palatine would have won 
impressively despite the fact that three 
of the five meet records were set by 
Ken- 


wood. 


It was a different story in Class A 


where the race was close — at least be- 
tween two teams. Lane Tech justified its 
role as favorite by winning with 64 points 
to 59 for Addison Trail. No other team 
was close. 


Highest Herald area finish in Class A 


was Frond's sixth place with 19 points. 
Conant was eighth with 16, Arlington 10th 
with 11, Forest View tied for 12th with 10 
and St. Viator last with two. 


In Class B, Rolling Meadows polled 10 


points for eighth place and Schaumburg 
was next in line with six. 


Closest race of the day, rather than

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Consultant: Small 
Airport Pollution 
'Insignificant' 


Environmental pollution created by op- 


eration of a general aviation airport is 
"not enough to dent anybody's hump," 
members of Schaumburg's ad hoc air- 
port study committee were told last 
week. 


"In the case of a general aviation air- 


port, pollution of any type is so in- 
significant as not to even matter," said 
B. L. Stafford, assistant vice president of 
Arnold Thompson Associates Inc., a 
White Plaines, N. Y.f airport consulting 
firm. 


Stafford's remarks came during a pre- 


sentation to committee members con- 
cerning a study planned to determine 
feasibility of a municipally owned gener- 
al aviation (utility-type) airport in 
Schaumburg* 


HIS FIRM IS interested in performing 


the investigation in conjunction with 
Vickrey-Wines Associates, Chicago-based 
consultants. 


The airport plan Is being considered 


along with development of a possible re- 
gional transportation center within the 
village. 


The study will not limit itself, however, 


to the existing privately owned Schaum- 
burg Airport, although expansion of that 
facility has been tentatively discussed. 
The entire village is to be surveyed for 
other possible airport locations in the 
feasibility work. 


The local committee, headed by Denis 


tedgerwood, is responsible for selection 
of a consulting firm to engage in the 
study. Members will also oversee work 
while it is In progress. 


Their intention is that the investigation 


will be funded, at least in part, by the 
federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 
and the Illinois Department of Aeronaut- 
ics (IDA), 


UNDER THE Airport and Airways De- 


velopment Act of 1970, two-thirds funding 
in the form of a master planning grant 
could be available through the FAA. This 
funding program makes $15 million 
available annually for airport planning. 


One-sixth of the remaining coat could 


be picked up by IDA leaving the remain- 
der of debt to the village. Plans call for 
this sum to be retired through a revenue 
bond program in order to avoid taxpayer 
burden. 


In applying for the federal grant, the 


consultant selected must be approved by

the FAA and part of his work will be to 
submit an environmental statement as 
part of the survey. 


Scope of work to be covered by the 


chosen consultant, under FAA guidelines, 
includes inventory of existing facilities, 
forecasts, demand capacity analysis, fa- 
cility requirements and the environmen- 
tal study. Site selection is the final part 
of the work. 


FAA FUNDING would handle the proj- 


ect through site selection but other grant 
programs would have to be investigated 
for actual preparation of a master plan 
and financing for the total program. 


Economic feasibility of an airport is 


another consideration committee mem- 
bers may elect to have consultants pro- 
ceed with. 


Length of the feasibility study as proj- 


ected by the Thompson-Vickrey-Wines 
proposal would be from four 
to'six 


months following grant approval. 


Representatives of Howard, Needles, 


Tammen & Bergendoff estimated it 
would take them nine months to com- 
plete the work. 


Their firm is presently engaged "in air- 


port planning in a number of Minnesota 
communities and has done extensive 
work in other parts of the country as 
well.

BOTH THOMPSON and Vickrey-Wines 


have been involved in major airport 
planning in the south, east and western 
parts of the United States. 


Two other consulting firms are pre- 


sently being considered for the project 
and will be interviewed-locally soon. 


Committee members hope to ask three 


of the firms involved to come back with 
proposals including cost and scope of 
work when preliminary screening has 
been completed.

The difficulty of a welfare case in Hoff- 


man Estates was made painfully dear to 
a number of persons Thursday night — a 
township official, a village trustee, police 
patrolmen, a landlord and a tenant fami- 
ly.The family — husband, wife and chil- 
dren, one aged two years and another 
aged two months — are the welfare 
recipients. Away from home for a time 
Thursday evening, they returned to find 
their apartment door locked against their 
re-entry for non-payment of rent. When 
they forced their way in, police were 
called on a complaint of trespassing. 


When police arrived, the husband 


called Vernon Laubenstein, town super- 
visor and the distributor of welfare 
monies. Laubenstein notified Bruce Lind, 
Hoffman Estates village trustee, of the 
predicament, and they met the fanfly 
and .police at the apartment. 


The police had been called by Mr. and 


Mrs. Martin McAndrew, resident man* 
agers of the Grand Canyon apartment 
complex, owned by Vavrus Associates. 
Since the McAndrews had made the com- 
plaint they, too, became involved in en- 
suing discussions. 


THE PROBLEM was settled Thursday 


night, not without hard feelings but at 
least with the family allowed to stay in 
the apartment until Monday, and pos- 
sibly untilJune 1. 


A trespassing complaint, prepared by 


the police department, was not signed, 
and the charge was withdrawn by Mr. 
and Mrs. McAndrew.

Sponsored by the National Conference 


of Christians and Jews (NCCJ), the field 
trip was to be with "Blacks in Chicago," 
according to the brochure. 


On the way to DuSable, bumping along 


in the familiar High School Dist. 211 
school bus, the students paid little atten- 
tion to the black city scene. 


"We used to drive through here a lot, 


it's a pretty bad neighborhood," said 
Joanne Opatmy. 


"STUDENTS! this is an example of 


private housing, on land purchased from 
the Chicago Land Clearance Commis- 
sion," said Mrs William Komaiko the 
NCCJ coordinator. "These privately fi- 
nanced buildings are only a portion of 
the over-all development of Chicago's 
new South Side," noted Mrs. Komaiko. 


As the bus left the Lake Meadows 


area, another example of private housing 
on slum clearance property, Mrs! Ko- 
maiko said "this area was just a short 
time ago, desolate and run down." 


."That big building must be going down 


next, all the windows are boarded up," 
said Joanne.

After reading his township handbook, 


Vernon Laubenstein came up with two 
llfe-and-death proposals at last week's 
monthly meeting of the Schaumburg 
Township Board of Auditors, 


Jn one breath, the township supervisor 


proposed that his board consider estab- 
lishing a township cemetery. People who 
put their roots down in Schaumburg 
Township, Laubenatein reasoned, should 
be given every opportunity to remain 
here permanently.' 


Proposal No. 2 was that the auditors 


form a 20-member study committee to 
determine the feasibility of sponsoring a 
township hospital that, in theory, would 
keep people put of the proposed ceme- 
tery, 


LAUBENSTE1N SAID he conceived the 


hospital and cemetery proposals after 
browsing through the 1970 revised edition 
of the "Handbook for Illinois Township 
officers." The book, he said, states that 
a township has the statutory authority to 
establish cemeteries and "operate and 
maintain public, nonsectarian" hospitals. 


Five per cent of the voters in a town- 


ship, according to the .handbook, can pe- 
tition the town clerk to put the matter to 
a vote. If * majority vote is recorded, 
the township auditors- can authorize an 
annual tax to be called the "hospital 
fund," which would provide income to 
operate and maintain said hospital. 


The auditors voted down the cemetery 


inspiration, stating that land is just too 
costly any more to justify such an acqui- 
sition. 


They approved the formation of the 


hospital study committee, however, a 
disturbing decision. 


The usefulness of such a committee is 


really questionable since there already 
exists in Schaumburg Township an ac- 
tive and viable committee called the 
Northwest Cook County Health Needs 
Study Committee, 


The committee — with representation 


from the villages of Hoffman Estates, 
Schaumburg, Boselle and Hanover Park 
plus Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
and Northwest Community 'Hospital — 
has been meeting for nearly nine months 
now. It is on the brink of implementing a 
professional feasibility study to deter- 
mine if the greater Schaumburg Town- 
ship area needs a hospital and where it 
would be best located. 


WHAT'S MORE, the committee has 


money. The villages .and hospitals have 
contributed $20,000 to finance the study. 
The committee also is exploring the pos- 
sibility of getting an additional $20,000 
from the state to broaden the scope of 
the study. 
- 


The point is that the auditors, though 


certainly sincere, have simply missed 
the boat. The Northwest Cook County 
committee left the dock nine months ago 
and is currently steaming away far out 
at sea. 


Laubenstein said the proposed town- 


ship study committee could provide a 
"middle ground to prevent the parochial- 
ism, provincialism and the me-first ap- 
proach" which, he continued, has hin- 
dered local hospital planning for many 
years now. 


On that matter, the supervisor has a 


point — or rather 'had a point. 


Before the formation of the Northwest 


group, the various local villages, espe- 
cially Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
were running pell-mell in different direc- 
tions with their own individual hospital 
construction plans. 


THAT SITUATION no longer exists. 


The villages are now cooperating and 
are on record agreeing to bow to the re- 
sult of the professional (and objective) 
study, especially the .recommendations 
on the hospital's location. 


It appears that supervisor Laubenstein 


hasn't kept himself abreast of the local 
committee's progress. 


If he insists on following through with 


the township study committee, the most 
he can accomplish is to duplicate work 
already completed by the existing group, 
which 'seems a trifle foolish and in- 
efficient. 


Think how much better it would be if 


the township auditors plugged them- 
selves into the Northwest Cook County 
group. 


Laubenstein, in fact, has said he would 


be ''happy to participate" in the existing 
effort. 


He also is aware that the price of such 


participation may be an .expenditure of 
money. On that score, he is less definite, 
explaining the matter would have to be 
discussed, with the township attorney. 


Whatever, the one thing Schaumburg 


Township doesn't need is another hospi- 
tal study committee. 


Perhaps'supervisor Laubenstein should 


rescan his township handbook.in search 
of another project to be studied.

Killer 
Bob playing sweet jazz at; the piano dur- 
ing a study hall. Girls in the home eco- 
nomics room sewing and the crack sharp 
drill team in perfect step. And every- 
where, smiling faces and a welcome to 
DuSable aimed at the Conant students. 


Almost time to leave, the-small groups 


of students and their DuSable hosts 
drifted back into the lounge. 


SANDY RYAN OF Conant and Killer 


Rob played chopsticks' and all the stu- 
dents talked about getting together when 
DuSable visited Conant soon. 


Then the visit to DuSabte was over, 


and the bus was leaving. "Quiet aren't 
they/' said Mrs. Komaiko, adding, "they 
must be tired." 


But the tour went on. Mrs. Komaiko 


told the students what it was like for 
blacks in the inner city and ghettos. The 
bright side was told about too, like the 
Kenwood area, an example of successful- 
ly integrated housing. 


Still the kids were quiet on the bus. 


Only the blaring radio filling it with 
noise. 


TOE NEXT STOP was the Chicago Ur- 


ban League. Ask questions, urged Conant 
teachers Miss Karen Blatt and Mrs. Ko- 
maiko. 


The students were told more about the 


block situation in Chicago showing both 
the grim and bright side. A plea by the 
urban league staff worker was made to 
have faith in the vitality of the inner 
city. Don't run away to the suburbs, he 
seemed to be urging the students. 


He asked them if they noticed some of 


the neighborhoods they drove through 
that day. The poor lived in hovels, but as 
the income level of the blacks me so did 
the quality of the neighborhood and hous- 


ing, he pointed out. Would it really be 
that bed to have a home in an integrated 
neighborhood? he asked. 


The Conant students listened and then 


Cindy Parker told this story. "I was 
shocked out of my mind when two black 
boys walked into the Hoffman Estates 
swimming pool where I worked as a life 
guard last year. Up to then I never saw 
any blacks'in our village. Then I got to 
know them and I was really impressed. 
You know, theywere really great guys 
and nice and their being black made no 
difference. 


ONE DAY THEIR mother came in, 


and she was.black you know, and then I 
had to get to know her. 


"Now we are friends and that's why I 


think trips like today's DuSable visit are 
good," said Cindy. 


Did the Conant students think minority 


groups would be welcomed to Hoffman

"Some of our parents might object and

Mrs. Reid said the statement should 


read the parents will be notified before 
police. She added parents should be 
made aware of the problem so they 
might be able to prevent then* children 
from getting police records. 


She also said the district should first 


adopt a procedure and then a policy, 
rather than coming out with a policy 
statement from the beginning. 


Cole agreed with Mrs. Reid and said 


he would like to see the parents called 
before any type of action was taken. 
"This includes medical assistance," he 
said. 


Ken Gill, Dist. 21 superintendent, 


the district could not do this, "since 
many of the drugs students take are con- 
taminated.

A policy statement concerning Dist. 


students and drug abuse was discussed 
by school administrators and board 
members Thursday night, but went back 
to the drawing board. 


Dist. 21 board members Mary Joan 


Reid and Ronald Cole strongly objected 
to the wording of certain parts of the 
statement. 


Both said they didn't like a statement 


that "principals, or supervisors acting in 
their places, would notify a police 'liaison 
officer at respective police departments 
that a student was using drugs." 


Mrs. Reid said the statement should 


read the parents will be notified before 
police. She added parents should be 
made aware of the problem so they 
might be able to prevent their children 
from getting police records. 


She also said the district should first 


adopt a procedure and then a policy, 
rather than coming out with a policy 
statement from the beginning. 


Cole agreed with Mrs. Reid and said 


he would like to see the parents called 
before any type of action was taken. 
"This includes medical assisstance," be 
said. 


Ken Gill, Dist. 21 superintendent, said 


the district could not do this, "since 
many of the drugs students take are con- 
taminated. We must -get aid to these 
students immediately," he said, because 
we don't know what's in the drug." 


Gill explained the parents are always 


called immediately. 


COLE SAID THE part in the policy 


about notifying the police really bothered 
him. "Why do they have to be called at 
all?" he asked the administrators. 
"Their being called into a case usually 
buttons up the rest of the students, and 
you can't get any information/1 


"If you call the parents the kids know 


the police won't come in and muscle 
them, and they will be freer with infor- 
mation/' he said. 


Gill explained the police departments 


and the district have been working hard 
and long on this program. "The police 
departments are as interested in the wel- 
fare of kids as we are/' he said, "we 
have no monopoly on kids." 


He said police are more than willing to 


help get rid of the drug problems in Dist. 
21 schools and that "rather than muscle 
the kids they want to help them over- 
come the problem." 


GILL CONTINUED to explain the only 


way to solve the problem was by work- 
ing cooperatively. "We must work with 
the parents, .police, medical people and 
students themselves to solve this prob- 
lem. We will not gain anything from 
keeping evidence from the police,", he 
added. 


"Besides," said another member of the 


board, "it's against the law to withhold 
such evidence from the police, since the 
handling of drugs is a felony." 


Mrs. Reid also said the policy state- 


ment did not include students who sell 
drugs in the district. As the policy read 
Thursday night it only affected students 
who purchase, possess or use behavior- 
affecting drugs. 


GILL SAID HE would have his com- 


mittee rework the statements and would 
ask the board for a resolution at the next 
meeting. 


Friday afternoon Gill said his com- 


mittee had made the necessary changes 
in the procedure staff and administrators 
should take with a student in a drug 
problem. They are: 


— Immediately arrange for necessary 


emergency medical care as provided for 
by parental authorization and, as soon as 
possible, notify the student's parents. 


— Where emergency care .is not 


needed, the principal should arrange for 
immediate and personal supervision of 
the student pending a conference with 
the student's parents;. 


— Notify a specified individual in the 


appropriate police department for con- 
sultation. 


— Promptly notify the superintendent 


of schools of all actions taken. 


GILL SAID the phrase, "selling drugs" 


was also added to the policy statement. 


Gill said each case wiU probably be 


handled differently and these are just 
basic guidelines. "We are in something 
that is new to everyone and there is no 
expert way of doing things. This is the 
main reason we feel it must be a cooper- 
ative program," he said:

Wheel Tax Revenues Will Be Impounded 


Revenues from the Cook County tax on 


vehicles in unincorporated areas will be 
impounded pending the outcome of a suit 
challenging the constitutionality of the 
suit.

^Revenues from the Cook County tax on

you're too fat, you can't get out." 


, The board wants to alleviate the prob- 
lem with a new building, a phased build- 
ing that can serve the needs of Palatine 
residents now and 20 years from now. 


BUT GETTING the building built is a 


long way off. Mrs. Gilpin says it won't be 
built in less than three years, and that 
she doesn't expect a referendum as soon 
as this year to raise the funds for con- 
struction. 


She does expect the board to obtain the 


land by mid-summer, though, possibly 
within three to four blocks of the present 
site. And, perhaps-mindful of the li- 


brary's defeat in its last two referendum 
attempts, she is firm in her belief that 
the board purchase the land without sub- 
mitting the question to referendum. 


"I feel, and I think the board feels, if 


we come to the people and say, 'We have 
the land, can you help us with the build- 
ing?' we'll be better off than holding a 
referendum to pay for both, Mrs. Gilpin 
said. 


Another key decision facing the library 


board, she said, is selection of a director. 
The post has been vacant since Dec. 1. 


Mrs. Gilpin had praise for the library's 


staff for "pitching in" during the inter- 
im, and for her predecessor, Frank A. 
Regan, for being "a very fine leader." 


Her own goals for the library in 1972-73 


include: 


—Development of a "greater aware- 


ness" among the public of the library 
board's action. 


—Improvement of library manage- 


ment; the trustees' knowledge of library 
law and an overall greater awareness of 
the Palatine library's role in the North 
Suburban Library System and the state 
library system. 


—Consolidation of services and better 


servicing. This applies to home7delivery 
of books to shut-ins and nursing home 
residents; librarian instruction in paro- 
chial schools, the borrowing of 8 millime- 
ter film and framed art prints, and other 
services. >. 


—Expansion of services, possibly in- 


volving existing facilities: "I wish there 
was some way we could utilize school 
libraries." 


—A review of the library's policies and 


possible rewriting of the bylaws. 


—A study of the proposed standards 


for public libraries set forth by the Illi- 
nois Library Association; 
We don't 


want a standardized library, but still 
want to measure up to the standards." 


MRS. GILPIN CAN be considered an 


authority on the running of a library. She 
is in her fifth year as head librarian at 
Warren Twp. High School in Gurnee, and 
was a librarian at Palatine's Winston 
Park School in Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows Dist. 15 for two years before that. 


Her interest in libraries began at a 


young age. "I was nearsighted and 
couldn't see beyond the end of the 
street," Mrs. Gilpin recalled. "But I 
could read." 


And so the small library near her 


Waukegan home became almost a sec- 
ond home. 


But it was primarily a pleasurable ex- 


perience. Mrs. Gilpin did not seriously 
consider library work as a career until 
1964, and even then, it was mainly as an 
alternative to teaching. She had taught 
for 10 years in the Peoria area. 


• While teaching, she completed her 
bachelor's degree at Eureka College. 
Then, during the summers of 1964 
through 1967. she worked on and obtained 
her master's degree in library science 
from the University of Illinois. 


Mrs. Gilpin holds membership in the 


American and Illinois Library Assoc., 
and in the National, Illinois and Warrea 
Twp. High School Education Assoc. She 
also is secretary of the Illinois Library 
Trustees Assoc.

"Phoo, we've got big shots like you at 


Conant High School too," she answered, 
grabbing his hand and leading him into 
DuSable at 4934 S. Wabash St., Chicago. 


"Now show me around,' said the Co- 


nant girl from Hoffman Estates as they 
recently disappeared into the all black 
school. 


The bus ride was over. At the in- 


vitation of DuSable's Human Relations 
Club, a small group of Conant students 
came visiting to DuSable, one of the old- 
est Chicago schools. 


THE VISIT TO DU SABLE, in the in- 


ner city, was part of the senior social 
studies survey- class study for the Hoff- 
man Estates students. 


Sponsored by the National Conference 


of Christians and Jews (NCCJ), the field 
trip was to be with "Blacks in Chicago," 
according to the brochure. 


On the way to DuSable, bumping along 


in the familiar High School Dist. 211 
school bus, the students paid little atten- 
tion to the black city scene. 


"We used to drive through here a lot, 


it's a pretty bad neighborhood,"- said 
Joanne Opatrny. 


"STUDENTS! this is an example of 


private housing, on land purchased from 
the Chicago Land Clearance Commis- 
sion," said Mrs William Komaiko the 
NCCJ coordinator. "These privately fi- 
nanced buildings are only a portion of 
the over-all development of Chicago's 
new South Side," noted Mrs. Komaiko. 


As the bus left the Lake Meadows 


area, another example of private housing 
on slum clearance property, Mrs. Ko- 
maiko said "this area was just a short 
time ago, desolate and run down." 


"That big building must be going down 


next, all the windows are boarded up," 
said Joanne 


"It's DuSable High School," said Mrs. 


Komaiko. "Now remember, the students 
are expecting you and you will be made 
most welcome," she said. 


The bus was early. The welcoming 


committee hadn't gathered yet and the 
Conant students were hustled back into 
the bus. 


ELLEN RILEY ASKED her seatmate, 


"Remember when the black Harlan kids 
from the South Side of Chicago,came to 
our school last month ion an exchange 
visit like we are on today? They said 
they were scared at first, too. Now I 
know how they felt," said Ellen. 


A group of students sitting on the Du- 


Sable steps declared themselves the offi- 
cial greeters. Calling the Conant students 
out they ushered them into the DuSable 
visitors' lounge. A bell rang and they 
scattered to class. 
A 


The white kids sat stiffly around the 


comfortable room furnished with old fur- 
niture. The field trip schedule1 said "Du- 
Sable, a time for dialogue with your host 
group and lunch." 


Lea Etta Brown, May Frances Worm- 


ely, Terry "the Romeo" Killer Rob, as 
he called himself, and about 10 other Du- 
Sable students bustled in with name- 
cards, warm handshakes and the greet- 
ing, "come on, you all, let's see our 
school." 


LEA ETTA TOOK Joanne, Ellen and 


their friend Jane Kirby in tow. 


DuSable Is' a1' big old school, and its 


halls were decorated with self expressive 
messages 
The Conant students didn't 


comment on the boarded up ,or empty 
window frames but Lea noticed' their 
glances and said, "They get broken dur- 
ing the day after school, but they never 
never put'em back. 


"It's good you came today. We should 


get together like this often so we know • 
about each other," said Lea as she hur- 
ried her group around the school so they 
could catch the ROTC group in drill. 


"We all plan to come out to Conant as 


soon as our club saves enough money to 
pay for the bus," said Lea. "I want to 
make sure I get to take you around my 
school," Ellen said The talk was about 
boys, clothes, teachers and classes. 


MAY FRANCES LED the group up a 


winding stairway decorated in vibrant 
colors. Ferns spilled over the top railing 
and the students found themselves on a 
sunny roof top, a sweet smelling con- 
servatory with over a hundred species of 
plants. 


"They have a swimming pool too," 


said Ellen. "We don't at Conant, but our 
lunch line is just as long," said another 
Conant student. -

The DuSable students stopped the Co- 


nant students in the hallways. "Where 
you from? Hoffman Estates? Where's 
that at?" was the standard question. 
Then came the grin, and welcome to Du- 
Sable handshake. 


It was a quick look. These are some of 


the impressions: Sights of plainclothes 
policemen in the cafeteria convincing 
some big guys lunch was over. Killer 
Rob playing sweet jazz at the piano dur- 
ing a study hall. Girls in the home eco- 
nomics room sewing and the crack sharp 
drill team in perfect step. And every- 
where, smiling faces and a welcome to 
DuSable aimed at the Conant students. 


Almost time to leave, the small groups 


of students and their DuSable hosts 
drifted back into the lounge. 


SANDY RYAN OF Conant and Killer 


Rob played chopsticks and all the stu- 
dents talked about getting together when 
DuSable visited Conant soon. 


Then the visit to DuSable was over, 


and the bus was leaving. "Quiet aren't 
they," said Mrs. Komaiko, adding, "they 
must be tired."

But the tour went on Mrs. Komaiko 


told the students what it was like for 
blacks in the inner city and ghettos. The 
bright side was told about too, like the 
Kenwood area, an example of successful- 
ly integrated housing. 


Still the kids were quiet on the bus. 


Only the blaring radio filling it with 
noise.

THE NEXT STOP was the Chicago Ur- 


ban League. Ask questions, urged Conant 
teachers Miss Karen Blatt and Mrs. Ko- 
maiko. 


The students were told more about the 


black situation in Chicago showing both 
the grim and .bright side. A plea by i the 
urban league staff worker was made to 
have faith in the vitality of the inner 
city. Don't run away to the suburbs, he 
seemed to be urging the students. 


He asked them if they noticed some of 


the neighborhoods they drove through 
that day. The poor lived in hovels, but as 
the income level of the blacks rose so did 
the quality of the neighborhood and hous- 
ing, he pointed out. Would it really be 
that bad to have a home in an integrated 
neighborhood? he asked. 


The Conant students listened and then 


Cindy Parker told this story. "I was 
shocked out of my mind when two black 
boys walked into the Hoffman Estates 
swimming pool where I worked as a life 
guard last year. Up to then I never saw 
any blacks in our village. Then I got to 
know them arid I was really impressed. 
You know, theywere really great' guys 
and nice and their being black made no 
difference. 


ONE DAY THEIR mother came in, 


and she was black you know, and then I 
had to get to know her 


"Now we are friends and that's why I 


think trips like today's DuSable visit are 
good," said Cindy. 


Did the Conant students think minority 


groups would be welcomed to Hoffman 
Estates by their parents today? 


"Some of our parents might object and 


some might not, but our generation is 
more willing than our parents to let them 
come out," said Cindy. "Yet, I don't 
think we will risk coming into the city," 
she added. 


The urban league staff member told 


the students it takes a deep abiding com- 
mitment by people who have power to 
make a change. 


ARE YOU WILLING to work for a 


change or is it just lip service? he asked. 
Is your position one where you won't do 
anything to discourage minority groups 
coming to your town and not too much to 
encourage them either? 


On the way .home, Sandy broke the si- 


lence and admitted being tired as only 
part of the reason she was quiet 


"I am depressed," she said. "But it 


was not just the school with the buckling 
floors and no windows — it was the kids. 
They were all so,eager to share what- 
ever they had and they didn't act sad or 
even aware of what a rough place they

Conant High School too," she answered, 
grabbing his hand and leading him into 
DuSable at 4934 S Wabash St., Chicago. 


"Now show me around," said the Co- 


nant girl from Hoffman Estates as they 
recently disappeared into the all black 
school. 


The bus ride was over. At the in- 


vitation of DuSable's Human Relations 
Club, a small group of Conant students 
came visiting to DuSable, one of the old- 
est Chicago schools. 


THE VISIT TO DU SABLE, in the in- 


ner city, was part of the senior social 
studies survey class study for the Hoff- 
man Estates students. 


Sponsored by the National Conference 


of Christians and Jews (NCCJ), the field 
trip was to be with "Blacks in Chicago," 
according to the brochure. 


On the way to DuSable, bumping along 


in the familiar High School Dist. 211 
school bus, the students paid little atten- 
tion to the black city scene. 


"We used to drive through here a lot, 


it's a pretty bad neighborhood," said 
Joanne Opatrny 


"STUDENTS! this is an example of 


private housing, on land purchased from 
the Chicago Land Clearance Commis- 
sion," said Mrs William Komaiko the 
NCCJ coordinator "These privately fi- 
nanced buildings are only a portion of 
the over-all development of Chicago's 
new South Side," noted Mrs. Komaiko. 


As the bus left the Lake Meadows 


area, another example of private housing 
on slum clearance property, Mrs. Ko- 
maiko said "this area was just a short 
time ago, desolate and run down," 


"That big building must be going down 


next, all the windows are boarded up," 
said Joanne 


"It's DuSable High School," said Mrs. 


Komaiko. "Now remember, the students 
are expecting you and you will be made 
most welcome," she said. 


The bus was early The welcoming 


committee hadn't gathered yet and the 
Conant students were hustled back into 
the bus. 


ELLEN RILEY ASKED her seatmate, 


"Remember when the black Harlan kids 
from the South Side of Chicago came to 
our school last month on an exchange 
visit like we are on today? They said 
they were scared at first, too. Now I 
know how they felt," said Ellen. 


A group of students sitting on the Du- 


Sable steps declared themselves the offi- 
cial gceeters. Calling the Conant students 
out they ushered them into the DuSable 
visitors' lounge A bell rang and they 
scattered to class. 


The white kids sat stiffly around the 


comfortable room furnished with old fur- 
niture. The field trip schedule said "Du- 
Sable, a time for dialogue with your host 
group and lunch." 


Lea Etta Brown, May Frances Worm- 


ely, Terry "the Romeo" Killer Rob, as 
he called himself, and about 10 other Du- 
Sable students bustled in with name- 
cards, warm handshakes and the greet- 
ing, 
"come on, you all, let's sea our 


school." 


LEA ETTA TOOK Joanne, Ellen and 


their friend Jane Kirby in tow. 


DuSable is a! big old school, and Its 


halls were decorated with self expressive 
messages. The Conant students didnt 
comment on the boarded up or empty 
window frames but Lea noticed their 
glances and said, "They get broken dur- 
ing the day after school, but they never 
never put'em back. 


"It's good you came today. We should 


get together like this often so we know 
about each other," said Lea as she hur- 
ried her group around the school so they 
could catch the ROTC group in drill. 


"We all plan to come out to Conant as 


soon as our club saves enough money to 
pay for the bus," said Lea. "I want to 
make sure I get to take you around my 
school," Ellen said The talk was about 
boys, clothes, teachers and classes.

The Des Plaines City Council tonight 


may tauthorize construction of a $2 mil- 
lion city hall and a $72,000 purchase of 
Chicago and North Western Rwy. land 
for a downtown parking lot. 


The council may also raise parking 


violation fines from 50 cents to $1 at one- 


H 
hour meters and from $2 to $2.50 at 10- 
hour commuter meters. 


The council's building, grounds and 


parking lots committee is expected to 
recommend construction of an eight-sto- 
ry new city hall-office building. 


The city would own and use four floors 


and the rest of the building would be pri- 
vately owned and operated by Smith and 
Pipenhagen, an Arlington Heights real 
estate firm, according to proposals stud- 
ied by the committee since last Septem- 
ber. 


According to the Smith and Pipenha- 


gen plan, the city's position would be 
about $900,000 which could be borrowed 
by the city and repaid to banks over 20 
to 25 years. 


The city already owns a site at 1420- 


1426 Miner St. in downtown Des Plaines 
where the city hall and an adjoining 146- 
ctr parking lot would be constructed, ac- 
cording to plans.

DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel 


said last week he will ask aldermen to 
approve a purchase contract between the 
city and the Chicago and North Western 
Rwy. for downtown-right-of-way land, 
along Ellinwood Street between Center 
and Lee streets.

This land would be used to construct a 


two-tiered, 125-car parking lot, which 
would provide additional parking needed, 
according to city officials, for downtown 
redevelopment.

The 172,000 cost would be paid from a 


$825,000 parking revenue bond issue ap- 
proved last month by the city council. 
The bond issue funds also will be used to 
construct two other downtown lots and to 
improve a fourth lot, according to city 
plana. 


Approval of the purchase is expected 


to encourage downtown redevelopment 
and construction of a 12-story railroad 
depot-office balding on right-of-way land 
and air rights directly north of the pro- 
posed Eltinwood parking lot, according 
to city^officials.

ALDERMEN ALSO ARE expected to 


vote on raising parking fines, an action 
recommended by city bond consultants 
to help pay banks for monies borrowed 
for parking lot construction. 


City officials met Thursday with down- 


town merchants, who fear that the high- 
er fines may discourage shopping in the 
downtown area. 


The meeting was scheduled at the 


request of the Des Piaines Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. 


The council may also force greater use 


of metered parking spaces by making 
non-metered parking illegal on almost all 
downtown and near downtown streets, 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Tuesdays, Wednes- 
day, Thursdays and Saturdays and from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. on Mondays and Fri- 
days.
